Feint Successful 


These $0 planes rendezvoused 
over the coast of England, across 
from Calais.

Allied 
planes flew ‘over naval vessels, 
dropping “chaff” which gave the 
game effect on German scopes as & 
co-ordinated naval invasion armada. 
All this was carried on around the 
Calais area, while the real invasion 
force went somewhere else! 

Thus it was that a successful 
feint was made through the use of 
radar countermeasures and the first 
phase of the greatest invasion feat 
in military history was on its way 
without mishap,

Milk sugar extract- 
ed from whey and fed-to the 
penicillium mould from — which 
penicillin is refined, will be used 
to produce the new wonder drug, 

Canadian Drug Manufacturers 
streptomycin. ; 
are understood to be planning full 
scl production of streptomycin 
in the near futures Tic. drug is 
outstandingly effective against dis- 
eases ‘caused by gram negative 
bacteria, comparatively few of 
which are suppressed by penicillin. 

Production of both drugs in 
Canada has been made possible 
by the Dominion Department of 
Agticulture’s organizing the col- 
lection’ of whey from cheese fac 
tories‘ in parts of Eastern Ontario 
and. Quebec.. Transported in tank 
trucks .to. ,a condensery in New 
York State, the whey is processed 
into milk sugar and whey powder. 


Most of this milk ‘sugar and some’ 


of the whey powder ‘returns ‘to 
Canada, the! sigar-for aise in drugs 
and baby foods and, the powder 
for enhancing the vitamin content 
of livestock feeds, 

Tens of millions of pounds of 


Canadian whey have been con- 
yerted to these special products 
in the past two and one-half 
years,

First- Known Case 
of DDT Poisoning 


icneren ei 


known case of fatal 
poisoning by DDT was reported 
last week in the current issue of 
the British Medical Journal. 

The Journal said that the 19- 
monthe-old child of a West Afri- 
can soldier died after drinking ap- 
proximately one ounce from a bot- 
tle of DDT and crude paraffin 
mixture. Tests, the Journal said, 
proved the insecticide and not the 
paraffin caused the death. 


The Journal also reported that 
tests at the Royal Naval Physio- 
ogical Laboratory had revealed a 
grave hazard of "DDT intoxica- 
tion” for persons using concentra- 
tions of the insecticide, : 


It said persons exposed to DDT 
were affected by smarting of the 
eyes, tiredness, heaviness and ach- 
ing of limbs, irratability and a fee!l- 
ing of mental incompetence. 

One subject of the experiments 
had to stay in bed for a day, it 
added.

man people the Nazi creed of 
fierce loyalty to the State and hat- 
red of the Jews. 

His final admonition. was: 

“Above all, I enjoin the govern- 
ment of the nation and the people 
to uphold the racial laws to the 
limit and resist mercilessly the 
poisoner of all nations, interna- 
tional Jewry.” 

The testament, dated April 29, 
1945, was discovered by British 
and American intellingence agents. 
It disclosed that Hitler expelled 
Reichsmarshal Hermann Goring 
and Gestapo Chief Heinrich Him- 
miler from the Nazi ranks for at- 
tempting to seize contra] of the 
State, and “negotiating with the 
enemy without my knowledge.” 

Urging Geimans to keep alive 
the Nazi doctrine, Hiter said “the 
seed has been sown that will grow 
one day in the history of Germany 
to the glorious rebirth of the Na- 
tional Socialist Movement,” the 
document added, 

Throughout the testament, Hit- 
ler built himself up as a martyr 
who wished to “join in death” the 
troops who had fallen on the 
battlefield. 

In his personal will, algo dated 
April 29, Hitler told of plans for 
suicide after marrying Miss Braun, 
his mistresg, 

Hitler left his personal possess 
sions “in so far as they are worth” 
to the Nazi Party, and said that 
paintings he’ had collected should 
be placed in a gallery “in my 
home town of Linz on the Dan- 
tube,”

Prestige lost by Canada’s failure 
to be elected to membership of the 
UNO Security Council has been. 
offset in the minds of the Canadian 
delegation by membership on the 
Social and Economic Council. 

Although not vested with the 
same far-reaching sigtificance as 
the Security Council, the Social and 
Economic Council membership is 
highly valued by Canada as a logi- 
cal step.in the growth of importance 
of the Dominion as a premier world 
trading nation. 

London newspapers. over the 
week-end were laudatory, of Can- 
adian action ‘jn withdrawing from 
the vote to allow Australia to take 
her seat on the Security Council. 
It was pointed out that had Aus-

west Pacific area would not have 
been represented and the voting 
weight would have been concen- 
trated in the South and North 
American delegations. 


Republic of Albania 

The Albanian Constituent Assem- 
bly ha declared the tiny mountain- 
ous Balkan country of Albania a 
republic. The action apparently 
brings to an official end the sdver- 
cignty of King Zog who has been 
under exile in London since the 
Italians overran his wee country on 
the shores of the southern Adriatic 
in the spring of 1939. 


Truce in China 

China last week saw a prospect 
for real peace. A truce was signed 
by the Nationalist Government of 
Chiang Kai-shek and the Yenan 
Communist regime yhich have been 
at loggerheads for nearly twenty 
years and whose fundamental dif- 
ferences weakened the Chinese ef- 
fort during cight years of war with 
Japan. The event put an end to the 
conflict that had broken out after 
the surrender of Japan. 


The truce was attributed in large 
part to the work of soldier-dilo- 
mat Gen. George C. Marshall, sent 
to China last month by President 
Truman. For four days last week 
General Marshall sat with the Com- 
munist Gen. Chou En-lai and the 
Nationalist Gen. Chang Chun in a 
conference to draw armistice terms. 

Years of mistrust between the 
leading rival factions complicated 
the task, But finally agreement was 

_ reached. Its. main provisions are 
that both sides retain their present 
military positions in the disputed 
areas; that railway, highway and 
postal services are to be resumed 
in all China, and that a three-man 
commission headed by an American 
be set up in Peiping as a “peace 
headquarters” to carry out terms of 
the truce. 

Atomic Fuel

bla University, New York, Dr. John

Ray Dunning, said the use of atomic 


energy as fuel “seemis.” possible” 
within three to five years for large 
stationary plants ~ and! transport 
units, such as ships, and. possibly 
in super-sized aircraft of the jet- 
propulsion type. 

Dr. Dunning reported cheaper 
production methods are in sight, 
too, but to those day-dreaming 
about atomic-power automobiles he 
was discouraging. He said he saw 
“no evidence” of possibilities in 
that field because of an automobile’s 
space limitations. Automobile de- 
signers yould have to allow five to 
ten .fect of space as protection 
against radiation. 


Tho Magna Carta 


One of four copies of the 730- 
year-old Magna Carta, held for 
safekeeping during the war by the 
United States Library of Congress, 
was returned to Great Britain last 
week, 

The so-called “birth certificate of 
democracy”. was signed by King 
John of England in 1215 as a volun- 
tary relinquishment of most of his 
powers.

W. Wilson, President ‘of . The 
Royal Bank of Canada at the 
Bank’s Annual Meeting. 

Referring*to reconstruction prob- 
lems, Mr. Wilson said: “The first 


.Jmportant task in our post-war re- 


cOMmstruction is the conversion of 
‘industry TO° production of the basic 
needs of a_ civilized community, 
with the minimum of dislocation, 
unemployment, and friction, For 
two or three years, since we passed 
the peak of our war effort, we have 
been giving thought to the recon- 
struction period. Now, we are in 
it. The problem is no longer specu- 
lative, but. is gradually being met 
in a practical manner, more or less 
satisfactory. If one or more sec- 
tions of the masterpiece we desire 
to produce are not filled in at 
once, let us not worry too much, 
but look at the whole picture and 
its good prospects. Many of our 
people, not realizing the nature of 
the real problems in reconversion 
and reconstruction, want a quick 
answer to all questions, and an im- 
mediate completion of all plans. 
There cannot be such an easy way:

are continuous, not abrupt.” 
REANY TO MOVE FORWARD 


Solid ground for optimism was 
to be found,> said Mr. Wilson, in 
Canada’s tremendous record of ac- 
complishment since the turn of the 
century, “Have our people conf:- 
dence in themselves?” asked Mr. 
Wilson. “If they would pause and 
reflect upon the historic advance of 
their country,-they would find few 
reasons for depression and many 
reasons to justify hope of success. 
The record of what was accom- 
plished is marvellous, the advance- 
ment of every year being built upon 
that of preceding years. Some in- 
terrupticr occurred, but now we 
are ready again to move forward. 
A comparison between our material 
circumstances in 1900 and in 1945 
is well worth looking at. 

“Here are some figures which 
should be considered alongside the 
fact that our population has in- 
creased just 125 per cent. in the 
45 years under review. The num- 
ber of acres occupied for farm pur- 
poses increased 176 per cent.; the 
value of farm property, in dollars 
of the same purchasing power, 
jumped to 251, per cent. of what 
it was in 1900; the value of agricul- 
tural products exported rose 300 
per cent., and the number of bush- 
els of wheat we produced grew by 
685 per cent. The increase in our 
production of minerals was: cop- 
per, 2,079 per cent.; gold, 114: lead, 
377; nickel, 3,781; silver. 204: as- 
bestos, 1,115. Our output of wood 
pulp increased 1,892 per cent. Our 
railways expanded their track mile- 
age 133 per cent., the number of 
passengers 214 per cent., and tons 
of freight 302 per cent. The ton- 
nage of sea-borne shipping cleared 
at Canadian ports rose by 288 per 
cent. Telephone instruments in use 
increased ly 2,585 per cent. Elec- 
tric incandescent lamps, so numer- 
ous to-day as to be impracticable to 
count, numbered only 815,000 in 
1900. Radios, automobiles and 
acroplanes were not even predicted 
in the 1900 statistical books. The 
registrations of radios are not 
by any theans a complete record of

“And now, what should we do to 
make sure the progress of the past 
half century is continued and ex- 
panded in the next 50 years? I have 
no doubt that we have made mis 
takes and will continue to make mis- 
takes in preparation for and con- 
duct of our economic plans, but if 
we look ahead carefully, make our 


plans as prudent individuals, cor- 
porations and as a nation, and 
carry them out ériergetically, | am 


ay By the greatest half century 
in Canada’s history lies just ahead. 
“When we review the past 45 


years and reflect on these things

Particularly 
he stressed the danger of proposals 
to make of Canada a self-sufficient 
nation—a policy which-if pursued 
could be disastrous to employment 
and national wealth, 

One of the greatest needs of the 
immediate future, he said, was the 
healthy development of foreign 
markets 


TRADE OPPORTUNITIES 


“While all countries in the world 
req=c goods Canada produces, it 
seenus well to look particularly at 
a continent where many well-versed 
persons think Canada is not mak- 
ing the most of her opportunity — 
South America. The total value of 
imports to the South American Re- 
publics in 1940 was one billion, 11% 
million dollars. This indicates the 
extent of the market in general, and 
‘it is particularly interesting to take 
note of the fact that so many com- 
modities required by these coun- 
tries are products of Canada, in- 
cluding iron and steel, chemicals, 
paper, wood and manufactufes of 
wood, vehicles, paints, wheat and 
other foodstuffs, mining machinery, 
industrial machinery, electrical ap- 
paratus, and many minerals, There 
is still a wide field which Canada 
may cultivate. 

“If we admit that prosperity in 
Canada is not just local, then the 
next step is to consider how we 
can help ourselves by measures de- 
signed to raise the purchasing. 
wer of other coutitries so that they 
can buy our goods, 

“The International Monetary 
Fund and the International Bank 
of Reconstruction set up under the 
Bretton Woods agteement are 
evidence of a good spirit. I believe 
we have done well so far in making 
these arrangements; they present 
an outward and visible sign that na- 
tions are conscious of the world 
outside themselves. 

“Our geographical position 
makes us the link connecting - the 
two great industrialized countri 
Great Britain and the United 
States: our membership in the 
commonwealth of free peoples 
gives us a world position much 
higher than would be warranted if 
we stood alone: our great industrial 
technical skill helps us meet the re- 
quirements of any market; our rich 
store of natural resources assures 
supplies of raw materials indefinite- 
ly; and our historical capacity for 
tolerance wins for us respectful at- 
tention in the councils of nations, 

“Yet, some people persist in say- 
ing: “Times axe going to be hard.’ 
This is no occasion for thoughts of 
failure 

“I refuse to believe that after so 
long-continued slow but sure pro- 
‘gress mankind will allow itself to 
be annihilated by atomic bombs, or 
to be enfecbled by long drawn out 
decay, or paralyzed by disputes 
which ruin international trade and 
co-operation. This country should 
have no doubt of itself or of the 
contrifution it can make to the 
world. All we need is faith in Ca- 
nada and confidence in our own en- 
terprise and energy to make the 
second half of this century greater 
and more abundant than the first 
which was, in a material sense, as 
I have shown, great indeed.” 


GENERAL MANAGER'S 
ADDRESS 


In presenting the financial state- 
ment, James Muir, General Man- 
ager, reported assets of 546,- 

, the highest in the bh of 
the bank. He remarked, however, 
“that size is not the gauge of the 
bank's ambitions — but rather that, 
always mindful of its ¢

The requests for soup are timely. 


The directions for making soup are 
more important than the ingredients. 
Left-over vegetables go into a vege- 
table soup, but the flavor is improved 
by the addition of a grated raw vege- 
table— if only one onion. The bones 
from the stripped chicken or rib) 
roast make a small amount of good 
broth, but a meat cube dissolved in 
the liquor makes it more tasty. The 
cheap Shank bone makes a delicious 
strong stock to which you may add 


pot barley or noodles and vegetables. 
A cream soup should be well cooked 
but care must be taken not to scorch 
it. 

PHILADELPHIA PEPPERPOT 


4 slices bacon, 4 onion, 2 green 
peppers (optional), 1 1-2 qts. cour 
stock, 3-4 Ib. honeycomb tripe, 1-? 
tps. salt, 1-2 cup milk, 1-2 tsp. pep- 
per, 1 bay leaf, 1 sprig thyme, 1 
cup diced potatoes,, 2 tbsps. butter 
2 tbsps. flour. 

Dice bacon and cook it in a heavy 
kettle until it is golden brown. Add 
the onion and green pepper finely 
chopped and cook gently for five 
minutes. Add the soup stock and the 
tripe which has been thoroughly 
washed and shredded. White stock 
made with veal or chicken is best 
for pepperpot, but stock from beef 
or a Cambination of meats may be 
used. Add seasonings, bring to the 
boiling point; add potatoes, and sim- 
mer for an hour. Blend the butter 
and flour and thicken the soup with 
it. Just before serving add milk. 


MINESTROME SOUP 

1 1-2 cups dried peas or beans, 
. 8 medium or 3 1-2 cups diced car- 
rots, 2 cups diced potatoes, 1-2 cup 
diced celery stalks and leaves, 2 
tbsps. olive or ralad oil, 1-4 small 
white cabbage (shredded), 1-2 min- 
ced onion, 1 clove garlic (minced), 
2 tsps. salt, 4 qts. boiling water, 
grated cheese and chopped parsley. 
Soak the peas in water to cover 
for 3 hours. Drain and rinse in cold 
water. Parboil peas for 15 mins. 
Add 4 qts. water and diced potatoes, 
carrots, onion and garlic. Cook 15 
mins. Add celery, cabbage and salad 
oil. Continue simmering another 15 
mins. Sprinkle cheese and parsley in, 

and serve when cheese softens. 


ONION SOUP 
2 cups sliced onion, 1-2 cup wat- 
er, 3 tbsps. fat, 1 thep. flour,,

paprika, 4 cups soup stock or 2 
meat cubes dissolved in 4 cups wat-

SPLIT PEA SAVORY 

2. cups green split peas, 1 med- 

ium onion, .2 1-2 tbsps. flour, 6 

cups milk, salt and pepper. 

Cook the peas and chopped onions 
in boiling salted water in a covered 
pan over low heat until tender, but 
not mushy. Use just enough water so 
that there will be very little liquid 
remaining when the peas are tender. 
(If the split peas are not quick’ cook- 
ing, soak overnight.) Mix the flour to 
a paste with a little of the milk and 
add the remaining milk gradually. 
Add to the peas and cook, stirring 
constantly until thickened. Season 
with salt and pepper. Six servings. 


THE QUESTION BOX 


Mrs. J.T. asks: How can we use 
honey which has crystallized and be- 
come strong? . ‘ 

Answer: Place the pail of honey 
in hot water and let it soften slowly. 
It may be used as usual unless it has 
become rancid. Honey should be stor- 
ed in a dark, dry place. 

Miss N.B. asks: Why do cakes oc- 
casionally fall after taken from the 
oven? 

Answer: If your recipe has been 
previously successful, check on the 
baking time. A chocolate cake re- 
quires 50 to 55 minutes. 

Mrs. W.K. says: Your recipe for 
bread was most successful. It was the 
first time I had ever made bread.

Answer: Yes, brown or whole wheat 
bread can be made by using half 
white and half fine whole wheat flour 
and the same qauntities of all other .
